N this and the preceding Chapters we have the 
Hiſtory of the Reign of the good Feho/ſhaphat.-- 
He is deſcribed as a wiſe and religious Prince, 
| who followed the commandments of the Lord, 
and walked in all the ways of David his father, We 
are told, that he ſent Princes and Levites to be 
Teachers of the Law; and appointed Judges in the 
Land, and in the fenced Cities. And he waxed 
great exceedingly ; for he had Captains of thouſands, 
and mighty Men of Valour in Fudah and Feruſalem. 
And the Fear of the Lord fell upon all the King- 
doms, which were round about bim; and they made 
no War upon Fehoſhaphat, but ſent him Preſents of 
Silver, and paid him Tribute of their Flachs and 
Herde. In ſhort, the Lord eſtabliſhed the Kingdom 
in his Hand, and he had Riches and Honour in 
great abundance, | 
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In this happy Situation, and in the midſt of a 
profound Peace, he was all on a ſudden alarmed 
by a powerful Invaſion. He received Intelligence 
of the March of a numerous Army; that a great 
multitude was coming from beyond the ſea, and that 
the children of Moab and Ammon were confederate 
againſt him. Agreeably to his natural Temper, and 
the Devotion of: Heart, he immediately makes his 


Asddreſſes to the God of Heaven. There he knew 


was his Dependance, his only Help and Delive- 
rance in the Time of Need. And therefore there 
he makes his devout and earneſt Application, and 
humbly offers up his Prayers to the Throne of 
Grace. And that there might be a greater Decen- 
cy and Solemnity in this publick Act of Religion, 

he begins with proclaiming a Faſt throughout all 
the Land of Jadab. Aud Felſbaphat feared, and 
et himſelf to ſeek. the Lord, and proclaimed a Faſi 
throughout all Fudah. 


This was the devout Habovlba of Jehoſhaphat King 
of Judab; and from this inſtructive Hiſtory I ſhall 
beg leave, in the Fin Place, to ſhew the Nature 
and Advantages of a Religious Faſt, 


And then, Secondly, I ſhall make fins Obſerva- 
tions, ſuitable to the Occaſion of this Day's Solem- 
nity,

It would carry us back into very remote 


Antiquity, if we were to trace the Original of 


this important Duty, It has been the Practice of 
all Ages, and of all Countries; and is agreeable 
to the very Conſtitution of human Nature. We 
know how frequently it is celebrated in the Pro- 


phetick Writings, and with what Exactneſs it was 


commanded by the Law of Ne. Our Bleſſed 
Saviour was pleaſed to give ns an eminent Exam- 

ple of this Duty. Pull forty Days he retired into 
the Wilderneſs; where his Employment was Me- 
ditation, Faſting and Prayer. And Hiſtorians 
give us a large Account of the primitive Chriſtians ; 
how they faſted and mourned in Silence, and with 


all the Rigours, and Beveritics of the” penitential 
Late, - 


There is a natural Levity and Wantonneſs in 
the Mind of Man; ſuch a Levity, as muit be re- 
ſtrained and diſciplined, before we can hope to 
make any Improvernents in the School of Wiſ- 
dom. In the preſent Hurry of the World, amidſt 


the Noiſe and Tumult of the Paſſions, we attend 


not to the „i Voice of Reaſon and Religion. 80 
that we want a Seaſon of Recollection and Silence 
| B 2 to 
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to compoſe our Thoughts, and to give us an happy 
Frame and Temper of Mind. 


It is true, as we are a Chmpotition of Soul and 
Body, we muſt attend to the Avocations of Senſe, 
and the importunate Demands of Fleſh and Blood. 


During our Pilgrimage here, we cannot hope for 


the Perfection of Angels, or expect the Privileges 
of unembodied Spirits. So that, whilſt we are 
cloathed with Fleſh, we muſt be allowed the ne- 


ceſſary Repairs of Nature; we muſt relieve and 


unbend the Mind by proper Recreations. But 


then we are to remember, that we muſt be ſober, 
exact, and temperate ; there muſt be no Profuſion 
and Exceſs, no Indulgence beyond the Laws of 


Reals and the Copamands of the Gpel, 


Nay, as we are the Tore of the Bleſſed 
eſs, we are obliged to greater Purity of Life, to 
higher Acts of Devotion in our Chriſtian War- 


fare, In a State of Nature indeed the Appetites 


govern ;, but in a State of Grace it is Religion 
which ſways the Sceptre. Now we are com- 
manded by this Religion, to ſubdue our Paſſions, 
to retrench our innocent Pleaſures, and to make 
Abatements even in our allaed Enjoyments. 
There is a great Variety of Reaſons for this, and: 


he Affair of Religion cannot poſſibly ſucceed, un- 
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leſs we reſtrain the Tendency of our corrupt De- 
fires 


The Duties of Contrition, Prayer, and Re- 
pentance are important Duties; but theſe can ne- 
ver rationally be performed, whilſt the Body is un- 
ſubdued. Again, we have many Sins to confeſs; 
many Failings to lament ; many Temptations to 


reſiſt ; many Graces to implore for ourſelves and 


Families; all of them Employments of a fpiritual 


Nature, and which require the Aſſiſtances of Mor- 


tification and Self- Denial. So that to hold the 
Reins of our Paſſions, to ſubdue and mortify our 
Inclinations, to bring the Body into Subjection, 


and to prepare it for the Recollection and Diſci- 
pline of the Spirit, to exerciſe an holy Revenge 


upon ourſelves, and to bid adieu to every Inſtance 
of Luxury and Self-Enjoyment; this is the proper 
Labour and Employment of the chriſtian Life. 


"Tis in vain to talk of the Doctrines of the 


Croſs, when we are devoted to Senſe and Pleaſure; 


or to think of Religious Severities, when we are 


ſurfeited with Eaſe and Plenty; when perhaps we 
are ſtreteſid upon our Beds of Tory, or rife from 


the Delicacies of a luxurious Table. But when 


we are cool, compoſed and deliberate ; when the 
Paſſions are ſubdued, and the Body mortified ; 


then we may with Eoldnels make known our 


Wants, 
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Wants, and offer up the Incenſe of -our Prayers be- 
fore the Mercy-Seat, "Tis then we ſhall be quali- 
fied for theſe refined Employments ; the Memo 

will be faithful, the Imagination quick and deli- 
cate; all the Faculties of the Mind will be in their 


proper Order, and fit to appear in the Preſence of 
the God of Purity. 


So that upon whatever Occaſion we are to make 
our Addreſſes to God; whether we are to implore 
| | his Mercies, or deprecate his Judgments ; whether 

| we are to ſupplicate for private or publick Bleſ- 
ſings; whether we are to intercede for ourſelves, 
our Friends, or our Country; we can never be 
better prepared than by Religious Abſtinence.

The Men of Nineveh were ſenſible of this; and 
therefore at the preaching of Jonah they proclaim- 
ed a Faſt. And they put on jackcloth from the great- 
eſt even to the aft. And the king of Nineveh aroſe 
from his throne, and laid afide his royal robes, and 
put on ſackcloth, and fate in aſhes. This was the 
Eaſtern Manner of expreſſing their Concern, and 
declaring the inward Sorrow and Contrition of the 
Heart, 


| We are commanded indeed not r be of a fad 
countenance ; but to anoint our head, and waſh our 
face ; that we -__ not * unto men to faſt, The 
Meanin g 
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Meaning of which is, that we are not to ſound the 
trumpet, or proclaim: our Virtues ; that our Devo- 
tions muſt be ſincere and uniform, without Af- 
fectation, without Hypocriſy, But till ſuch real 
Severities are ſuppoſed, as tend to regulate and com- 


poſe the Mind, and to qualify us for the Offices of 
Devotion and Contemplation. 


Many are the Bleſſings which attend this Duty, 
if we conſider it in a private View; if we only 
ſuppoſe a Man withdrawing from the World, and 


enjoying the Retirement of his Cloſet. But the 


Advantages are ſtill greater, when Multitudes are 
concerned, and when Thouſands are offering up 
their Prayers upon the ſame Occaſion. If there 
be a Solemnity in publick Prayer, there is like- 
wiſe a proportionable Solemnity in public Hu- 
miliation. And we can hardly imagine a more 
venerable Appearance, than when a whole Nation 
is proſtrate before the Throne of Grace, and offer- 
ing up their Supplications with Prayer and Faſt- 


ing. 


When Jehoſtaphat proclaimed his Faſt, we read 
that all Fudah ſtood before the Lord, with their lit- 
| the ones, their wives, and children, Doubtleſs ſuch 
united Prayers and Praiſes are extremely acceptable 
to God, and will have a mighty Efficacy to avert 
the Judgments of Heaven, Such a National Wor- 

8 hs 1 ſhip 
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ſhip as this ill enter into the ears of the Lord of 


Sabaoth. It gives us great Ideas of Religion, when 


we ſee a whole Kingdom compoſed and ſerious; 
when there is a general Gravity and Silence; no 
Exchange and Commerce in our Places of Trade, 


no Confuſion and Hurry in our Streets, 


Such we have Reaſon to hope is the ſolemn Hu- 
miliation of his Day; when we are called upon 


to intercede for ourſelves, and our Country. As the 


Duty is highly rational, ſo the Occaſion 1s of the ut- 


moſt Importance. And it ought to give Life and Spi- 


rit to our Devotions, when they have the Sanction of 


publick Authority; when they are commanded by 


the Throne, and recommended by the Example of 


this Great Aſembly. 


Which brings me, in the Second Place, to make 
ſome Obſervations ſuitable to the Occaſion of this 
Day's Solemnity. 


Wax is one of thoſe Arrows in the Hand of the 
Almighty, which are ſent abroad into the World 
for the wiſeſt Reaſons. Like the other Calamities 
of Life, it executes the Decrees of his unerring 
Wiſdom.—It might perhaps be enough to ſay, that 
thus is the Will of Heaven; and that the Supreme 


Diſpoſer of all Things has thus ordained it. The

tants of the Earth, whatever he pleaſes. However, 


we may with all Humility obſerve, that the Pro- 
ceedings of God are never arbitrary; and his Pow- 
er (Almighty as it is) is always under the Directi- 
on and Influence of his Goodneſs, —— Though 


the Sons of Men may be apt to complain; yet 


their Calamites are never undeſerved, never unpro- 


voked. They make a Part of the Scheme of Pro- 
vidence, and are to be conſidered as the Chaſtiſe- 


ments of our heavenly Father. When Vice, when 


Wickedneſs prevails, it is then the right-aiming 


Thunderbolts go abroad, and we are to be puniſhed 
with Da, Famine and the Sword. 


It is impoſſible for a Viſe Man not to ſee theſe 


Truths, and for a Good Man not to be affected by 
them. And the Uſe of ſuch Meditations is, to 


take a View of our moral Conduct, and to recol- 


lect the Miſcarriages of our paſt Lives; to enquire 


by what Provocations we have loſt the Favour of 
Heaven, and why after a long Enjoyment of Peace, 
we are plunged into all the Miſery Met Deſolation 
of War. 


Now we ought with Shame to confeſs, that it 
is for our Sins and Iniquities the Land mourns. 


Our Sins are the real Cauſe of our Misfortunes ; 


Our Enemies are only the Miniſters of V engeance

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bids defiance to the armies of the living God.— 
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in the Hands of Providence. We have eyi- 


dently loſt the Sobriety and Seriouſneſs of our 
Forefathers, and are ſunk into a delicate Effemi- 
nacy, and Love of Pleaſure. This has intro- 


duced a general Decay of Piety, and a Contempt 


of all the Offices of our holy Religion. —— 80 
that Infidelity has at laſt erected its Standard, and 


In ſhort, if the Neglect of publick Worſhip, of 
Prayer and Sacraments; if the Increaſe of Pride 
and Luxury, of Cruelty and Revenge; if the 


Want of Modeſty, Temperance and Chaſtity; if 


a daily Profuſion of Wantonneſs, Extravagance, 
and Exceſs; if theſe be Symptoms of Diſorder; 


ſure J am we are in a very fad and e ee Con- 


dition! ! 


One would imagine, that Liberty ſhould be at- 


| tended with the happieſt Effects. — Liberty, 
which is the Source of every Pleaſure, the Foun- 
tain and Foundation of every Bleſſing. Like Health 
to the Body natural, it recommends and ſweetens 
| every other Enjoyment. And yet this venerable 
Name has been perverted and abuſed ; under the 


ſpecious Pretence of Liberty, ſuch Indecencies have 


been committed, and ſuch Impieties have been 


publiſhed, as are really a Diſhonour to the Chriſti- 


an Name.

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It is an high Aggravation of our Guilt, that we 


ſin preſumptuouſly ; ſurrounded with Mercies, and 
poſſeſſed of all the National Bleſſings, that can be 
imagined. —We forget the glorious Light of the 
Goſpel, which ſhines around us; fo often preſerved, 
and ſo happily reformed amongſt us. We forget 
our many and fignal Deliverances ; the long En- 


joyment of our Religious and Civil Liberties ; and 


all the happy Advantages of our admired and en-

Such we find are the Directions of Solomon in 
that magnificent Prayer at the Dedication of the 
Temple.—— If thy people go out to war againſt the 
enemy, or the enemy beſiege them in their fenced ci- 
ties. F thy people fin againſt thee, and thou be an- 
gry with them, ſo that they be carried away captive 
into the enemies land. Yet if they repent and re- 
turn to thee, with all their heart, and with all their 


| ſoul; if they make their prayer and ſupplication to- 


wards the city, which thou haſt choſen, and towards 


the houſe, which I have built for thy great name, 


Then hear thou them from heaven, thy Fell. 


ing kes and when thou heareſt, forgive thy people 
their tranſgref 2 and maintain their Cauſe. 


Such again was the Conduct of Fehoſhaphat, 
when he flood in the Congregation of Fudah, when 
he bowed his head with his face to the ground, and 


when all the inbabitants of Feruſalem wor ſbipped be- 


fore the Lord. — And we hope, that Our Prayers 
and Praiſes will be attended with the ſame Succeſs.

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For immediately after, we read the Defeat of the 
confederate Armies; and we are told that Jehoſpa- 
phat returned to Feruſalem i in great Triumph, with 


the Sound of Pſalteries, Harps, and Trumpets, and 
with all imaginable Demonſtrations of Joy and 


Thankſgiving. 


Happ indeed ſhou'd we be, if we could as ea- 
fily defend ourſelves, as we can the Juſtice of the 
Cauſe, wherein we are engaged. For we have ta- 
ken up Arms with no unwarrantable Views; not 
to gratify our Pride, or indulge our Ambition ; not 
to enlarge our Empire, or extend our Dominions ; 
not to enrich ourſelves with the Spoils of Cruelty, 
or the Gains of Oppreſſion. Our Preparations are
